TAX  WISE  PLANNING 

This  article  is  the  first  in  a series 
presented  by  the  Development  Office  and 
Deferred  Gift  Committee  to  assist  alumni 
and  friends  of  Avila  College  with  their 
financial  planning.  With  the  help  of  H&R 
Block  we  have  put  together  these  tips  on 
preparing  your  1977  income  tax  return. 

• If  your  medical  expenses  for  the  year 
approach  3%  of  your  adjusted  gross 
income,  it  may  be  beneficial  to  pay  out- 
standing medical  expenses  before  years 
so  you  may  include  them  in  this  year's 
deductions. 

• If  you  are  eligible  to  establish  an  I R A or 
Keogh  retirement  plan,  make  contri- 
butions to  the  plan  as  early  in  the  year  as 
possible  to  earn  maximum  tax-deferred 
interest. 

• If  you  had  casualty  damage  because  of 
the  recent  flooding  in  Kansas  City,  or  if 
you  reside  in  any  other  area  declared  a 
disaster  by  President  Carter,  you  should 
determine  if  it  is  more  advantageous  to 
claim  the  loss  on  an  amended  1976  in- 
come tax  return  rather  than  on  your  1977 
return. 


• To  claim  deductions  for  contributions 
to  charitable  institutions  or  organizations 
on  your  1977  return  you  must  make  your 
donation  before  January  1 , 1978. 

Depending  on  your  individual  cir- 
cumstances other  tax-saving  measures  can 
be  utilized.  We  suggest  that  for  more  infor- 
mation you  consult  your  financial  advisor.
